Bartlett, Hattery

Questions were fielded

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Wiseman Pleads 
Guilty To Robbery; 
PSI Is Ordered 


Terry J. Wiseman, 36, 
Oakland, pleaded guilty to 
the charge of robbery last 
week in Garrett County 
Circuit Court. Judge Fred A. 
Thayer accepted the plea, 
revoked the bail, and ordered 
a pre-sentence investigation 
for the defendant. Wiseman 
is accused of robbing the 
First United National Bank 
and Trust in Oakland on 
January 7 of this year. 

Two other charges 
against the defendant that 
were not prosecuted were 
theft and assault and 
battery. Wiseman reportedly 
entered the bank at approxi- 
mately 1 p.m. on Tuesday, 
Jan. 7, and handed a note to 
teller Gretchen Rush. The 
note read, "I have a gun. I 
want $6,000 now or you die" 
According to the court 
document, Wiseman said to 
Mrs. Rush, "I mean it, you'll 
die.” and "I have a gun.” 

The teller laid a stack of 
money on the counter, later 
determined to be $3,950, and 
the defendant took the 
money and left the bank. 
The money contained a 
packet of “bait money,” 
which is a series of bills with 
recorded serial numbers 
Photographs were taken of 
the defendant during the 
robbery, and were published 
in The Republican on the 
following Thursday.

Community Outreach 
Program To Begin 
In Garrett County 


A community outreach 
program is currently being 
developed by the Garrett 
County Health Department 
for the purpose of assessing 
and serving the health needs 
of the county’s outlying 
communities, thus increasing 
the use of health services. 

Ann Sherrard, nutrition- 
ist for the Garrett County 
Health Department, this 
week explained to the 
Garrett County Commission- 

ers the program and how it 
is to be implemented, stating 
that staff members are 
currently attempting to 
determine the “natural 
gathering areas” throughout 
the county as outreach 
centers, 

She also reported that the 
department is searching for 
outreach volunteers from 
each of the designated areas 
to serve as information 
gatherers and liaisons 
between the health depart- 
ment and the community 
members. Those volunteers, 
people who are well-known 
in their respective communi- 
ties, would work on a part- 
time basis. In addition, a 
search is being conducted for 
the coordinator of the 
program. 

"We want to target 
audiences that are not using 
the existing health services,” 
said Sherrard, adding, "Even 
when programs are in place, 
people may not access them." 

The program will be 
maintained through targeted 
case formula funding 
earmarked for new program 
initiatives by the state, 
which mandates the money 
not be spent on existing 
programs. 

Sherrard emphasized, 
however, that this type of 

initiative "puts life back into 
the old programs” by identi- 
fying those in need of the 
existing services, such as 
WIC (Women, Infants, and 
Children program), diabetes 
education, addictions, and 
mental, environmental, and 
home health. Sherrard noted 
that these programs are 
“under-utilized.” 

She also noted that the 
community outreach pro- 
gram has been used success- 
fully in urban areas, and 
that it will be adapted to 
suit the rural nature of Gar- 


rett County 

Garrett County Health 
Officer Dr. Rex Archer also 
spoke to the commissioners 
about the program, saying 
that "in many ways, this 
concept is not new -- this is 
what the public health work- 
er of 25 to 30 years ago used 
to do.” 

Archer then said, “The 
trend in public health re- 
cently has been for categori- 
cal funding, and the needs of 
family units were not being 
assessed.” 


Education Board 
To Pilot Alternate 
Education Plan 


The Garrett County 
Board of Education recently 
approved the piloting of an 
"alternate education pro- 
gram” for students in the 
middle and high schools who 
are on the verge of expul- 
sion. 

Wilda Massi, principal of 
Northern Middle School; 
Jack Rickman, principal of 
Southern Middle; and Al 
Coviello, director of pupil 
services, attended the 
board’s recent monthly 
meeting and presented their 
ideas for the new program 
which would assist the prin- 
cipals in dealing with chil- 
dren who have already been 
disciplined in all methods 
availabie and yet continue to 
break the school rules. 

The rationale behind the 
alternate educational pro- 
gram is to enable the schools 
to offer a different structure, 
organization, and program to 
students who are on the 


brink of being expelled. The 


program would be a visible 
demonstration to the parents 
that the local school officials 
are willing to "go an extra 
mile” to work with students 
and parents in seeking solu- 
tions to student problems 
without wavering on the 
education officials’ commit- 
ment to have safe schools 
with high standards of stu- 
dent conduct. 


"Children - all people - 
need to realize that there 
will always be a consequence 
to their actions,” Mrs. Massi 
said. "We are actually pursu- 
ing this program in the 
name of justice. All students, 
handicapped or not, need to 
realize that they must follow 
certain rules or they will 
suffer some sort of conse- 
quence. It is very important 
to their development as 
young people.” 


Students would be offered 
an opportunity to attend the 
alternate program in place of 
being expelled from school. 
(Students who have been 
suspended for a serious or 
dangerous act would not be 
eligible for this program.) 
These programs would be 
held in various school system 
buildings, but the children 
would be removed from the 
regular school area. 

In the high schools, the 
evening school would be 
expanded so that additional 
courses would be added as 
needed to accommodate 
these students. The intent 
would be to offer each placed 
student enough classes to 
keep him/her on the gradua-

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tion timeline on which he/- 
she needed to be. The princi- 
pals noted that this would 
not be possible in every case 

The student would be 
placed in this program for a 
specified period of time and 
would not be eligible to 
participate in extra-curricu- 
lar and/or interscholastic 
activities. 

The middle school pro- 
gram would have to be es- 
tablished at the Board of 
Education building, accord- 
ing to the principals. It 
would also offer specific 
classes for the placed stu- 
dents and would have a 
built-in behavior manage- 
ment component which 
would be the gauge to deter- 
mine when a student is 
ready to return to the mid- 
dle school. 

The principals noted that 
expulsion is sometimes the 
only avenue left for a stu- 
dent, but that this action 
does little to teach the child 
any redeeming lesson. 


"We want to keep these 
kids in the system but re- 
move them from the actual 
schoolroom setting,” Coviello 
said. 

The board voted to try 
the program as a pilot, as 
several details must be 
worked out. Staffing will be 
contingent upon the vacan- 
cies which exist and subse- 
quent transfers that will 
take place. The plan is to 
assemble an “oversight” com- 
mittee consisting of the two 
principals, the director of 
secondary education, Cov- 
iello, and the teacher. The 
committee will meet regular- 
ly and determine the direc- 
tion for the new program.

These cuts were made 
ist two weeks into the new fiscal year 
Wh! we have concern for most county agencies 
th experiencing these budget shortfalls, we are 
pe wularly concerned about our community college 
ihe vaiue of post-high school education cannot be over 
emphasized, especially in our ever changing world of 
technology, and GCC is a gateway to the future for 
many local people who probably would not or could not 
continue their education if the college were not in 
existence. It has been the spring board that has 
launched so many Garrett County citizens into the 
realm of higher education, and thus into brighter 
personal futures 

Because of its strong and competent leadership, the 
college has advanced into new educational frontiers. 
and now boasts the only academic program in 
adventure sports available in the country, or the world, 
for that matter 

The value of the college is certainly not limited to 
the education it provides. It is also an integral part of 
the local cultural and entertainment programs that 
have become such a popular segment of life in Garrett 
County. It has been, for example, one of the driving 
forces behind the Garrett Lakes Arts Festival 

The college also provides a central, easy-access, 
county base for public meetings, hearings, and lectures 

From an economic standpoint it would be difficult to 
assess just what the college means to Garrett County, 
but it is most certainly significant. Not only does it 
provide employment for a number of persons, but it 
also brings in many students from outside the county, 
all of whom support the local economy 

Dr. Steve Herman, the board of trustees, the faculty, 
and staff have all pulled together and done a 
tremendous job in coping with the many budget cuts 
GCC has confronted in the past few years.

The U.S. Senate is expect- 
ed to vote soon whether to 
override President Bush's 
veto of S. 250, the National 
Voter Registration Act, also 
known as motor voter. The 
League of Women Voters 
calls on all Americans to 
contact their senators and 
urge them to vote to 
override the veto. The 
Senate passed the bill on 
May 20 by a vote of 61 to 38. 
Sixty-seven votes are 
needed to override the veto 

This measure is critical 
in extending voter registra- 
tion rights to all Americans 
Not only does it allow the 90 
percent of Americans with 
driver's license to apply to 
register to vote when they 
apply for, or renew, their 
license; it also gives 
Americans with disabilities 
and others who are shut out 
of the registration process 
the opportunity to apply to 
register to vote at the 
agencies which serve their 
needs, making the process 
more convenient and 
accessible 

Among the 29 states 
already using this simple, 
uniform voter registration 
system, there have been no 
reported cases of fraud. The 
national voter legislation 


includes provisions that 
would strengthen anti- 
fraud protections. Addi- 


tionally, states with motor 
voter programs actually 
reduce registration costs 
ver the long term 

Motor voter is supported 
by a coalition of more than 
65 diverse organizations, 
nceluding the League, the 
American Association of 
Retired Persons, the Dis- 
abled American Veterans, 
the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People and the American 
Bar Association. We repre- 
sent groups who believe that 
the constitutionally protect- 
ed right to vote is the 
foundation of our nation’s 
democracy 

This right is truly a 
nonpartisan If our 
government values repre 
sentative democracy, it 
must pass this legislation 
over the President's veto 
and ensure that it will 
become the law of the land

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Flowering Shrubbery

Shrubbery forms the backbone of any garden plan 
whether large or small.

spring. Broom is another spring flowering shrub that 
produces miniature flowers, and the plant addsa different 
texture to the landscape as a whole 

Summertime flowering shrubbery provides many variet- 
ies of blooms, textures, and different shades of greens. The 
planting of each depends upon individual preference. Weigela 
has a solid or variegated leaf and produces azalea-looking 
flowers of red or pink. It blooms in June when many other 
shrubs have either finished or are not quite ready to bloom 
Potentillais asmall, hardy, flowering perennial shrub that 
comes in several colors and will produce flowers all summer 
long. Traditionally seen in our area isthe mountain laurel 
and rhododendron. With the latter, many varieties of colors 
are available, and the blooming time depends upon the class 
of plant purchased. Anothershrub isthe hydrangea, which 
produces large white heads, although some varieties do 
produce pink or lilac colored heads. Buddleia, the butter‘ly 
bush, can be used singly or in quantity to attract butterflies 
as well as be a partofthe overal! landscape. There are many 
shades of pinks and violets as well as white 

These are only a few of the successful flowering shrubs 
that can be found in our area. As with any plant, it is 
important to take into consideration its location - dry or wet, 
sunny or shady -as well as its maintenance needs. All 
nursenes have numerous flowering shrubs and can give 
advice about where a plant wouldthrive. The Ruth Enlow

It is crucial that govern- 
ment waste be eliminated 
before more good money is 
thrown after bad.

passing grade. Those who 
did not satisfy the level of 
performance required were 
given the opportunity to get 
help and try again. 

"In my opinion,” Bender 
said, "a 60% average does 
not prove competence. We 
are not giving the taxpayer, 
parent, or student thei: 
money's worth by allowing 
students to guess their way 
to a high school diploma. 
Our problem in education 
has been simply that the 
distractions to learning for 
students and working par- 
ents have grown tremen- 
dously over the past 20 
years. Students have gradu- 
ally worked to the lower end 
of our minimum standards. 

"At the same time, the 
skills and knowledge needed 
to get a job in an increasing- 
ly competitive and complex 
economy have grown. The 
result is a crisis of under- 
educated citizens trying to 
find employment in a mar- 
ket of jobs requiring higher 
skills and abilities. But mas- 
tery learning proves that 
higher standards can be 
achieved.”

The teacher reported that 
in four terms worth of 
grades, 74% of those were 
A’s and B’s. In a typical 
classroom, that number is 
generally 35-45%, according 
to Bender. 

"Not one student in my 
class received a D grade and 
only 8% of the total grades 
were C’s,” he said. 

Bender added that anoth- 
er bonus of this system is 
that it helps teachers, ad- 
ministrators, parents, and 
students focus on learning, 
not just covering material or 
"spending time” in school. 

"Personally, I don’t think 
national or statewide testing 
will promote learning and 
accountability as much as 
raising standards in each 
individual! classroom - and it 
would save money, too,” 
Bender said. He added that 
several changes would be 
necessary to incorporate 
mastery learning into the 
entire school system, includ- 
ing some restructuring of the 
school day and a need for a 
more specific or narrowed 
curriculum unless more
